The Institute might imperiled has been the 
minds some members they have listened 
some the suggested plans for unification that 
contemplated quick expansion the membership 
rolls The Institute, but the real purpose the 
unification idea would defeated expansion 
membership meant that the standards member- 
ship would lowered. Those who believe that 
the influence The Institute can broadened and 
made more effective without lowering the standards 
which The Institute has achieved are sincere 
that opinion, which they support with sound reasons. 

Every plan unification far considered worth- 
while has been based the idea that the ethical 
standards set The Institute and the prestige 
its memberships are essentials which can pre- 
served only consciously limiting corporate mem- 
bership those who are willing undertake and 
maintain the highest obligations professional serv- 
ice and conduct: membership which will aspired 
just Institute members aspire fellowship. 


With this background ever mind, the real 
efforts the unificationists have been build 
and maintain full strength The Institute’s local 
organizations, make each them numerically 
representative possible the architectural pro- 
fession their localities, thereby enabling each 
chapter within its jurisdiction and each state asso- 
ciation member within its state speak with the 
full authority the profession. 

establishing and strengthening the local socie- 
ties, was recognized that all architects not 
feel the need being members national body, 
but desire associated with their fellows 
for joint actions local affairs. Accordingly, 
the chapters The Institute now offer both mem- 
berships and associateships, with differing annual 
dues, and architect can select either member- 
ship The Institute associateship the chapter, 
desires and can afford. Associates must 
architects who are qualified for Institute member- 
ship, but they pay dues only the chapter. 
cannot directors officers the chapter because 
that privilege belongs Institute members only, 
the chapter being part The Institute organiza- 
tion, but the vote each associate local affairs 
equal the vote each Institute member 
the chapter. 

Chapters cannot representative the profes- 
sion unless the architectural draftsmen who consti- 
tute numerically greater proportion the pro- 
fession than the architects, can find place them 
where they can take their part the organized work 
the profession. This opportunity offered the 
junior associateships chapters, and the establish- 


ment such associateships essential part 
every sound unification scheme. 

chapter may function well within its limited 
jurisdiction but not well state-wide matters, 
unless its jurisdiction corresponds state lines. 
state association member The Institute should 
organized and maintained every state which 
does not have state-wide chapter, for within their 
state-wide fields such associations are necessary 
the welfare and progress the profession the 
chapters are their fields. Their value was recog- 
nized The Institute when created state associa- 
tion memberships and gave them representative 
its Board Directors. 

Some state associations have intimated that the 
privileges accorded state association members 
The Institute are not attractive enough warrant 
their undertaking such membership. This conten- 
tion has been under study committees The 
Institute and the state associations determine 
whether not there might changes the form 
the association memberships their privileges 
The Institute meetings, their relations 
The Institute chapters. These committees have 
reported the last two conventions, and they pre- 
sented the last Convention and The Board 
several suggestions that would modify the present 
relationships. These proposals have been studied 
since the convention joint committee six 
members—three members The Board and three 
members the State Organization Committee. 

That joint committee has met and reached 
unanimous conclusion, which reported, with rec- 
ommendations, The Executive Committee 
November 18, 1939. The Executive Committee 
approved the greater number the recommenda- 
tions, and directed they put into proper form 
for submission the memberships. That will 
done early January, and comprehensive state- 
ment will made the February March 

need now only say that the recommendations 
the joint committee not change the individual 
memberships, and retain the present form state 
association memberships, but give them increased 
voting power conventions The Institute and 
provide for the development and expansion re- 
gional associations, one each regional district, 
with both chapters and state association members 
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actively functioning therein under the chairmanship 
the regional director, with regional coordinator 
appointed and representing the state association 
members the district and acting, with respect 
the state association members, under the jurisdiction 
the State Association Director The Board. 

The development state association members 
and both associateship classes chapters should 
hand hand with increasing the number 
individual members The Institute, and should 
Some who are not disturbed over the compara- 
tively small number the individual members 
The Institute think that membership campaigns 
increase the numerical strength The Institute 
should distinctly directed, for the present, 
least, increasing the number associates and 
junior associates the chapters. There need 
worry whether not associates will become 
members The Institute, for large number 
them will that, inevitably. Neither all 
essential that The Institute corporate membership 
should include every member the profession, 
70, 50, 40% the 14,000 architects the 
United States who are The Institute’s mailing 
list. greater number members, itself, will 
not enable The Institute function more effectively 
greater service the profession. 

What important, and the whole incentive 
the individual architect become member The 
Institute will lie its success, maintain unim- 
paired the ethical standards membership and the 
prestige The Institute, and its high qualifica- 
tions for membership. 

This does not mean that additional Institute 
members are not wanted. Our goal should the 
membership every architect and teacher archi- 
tecture who commands the continued respect his 
fellows and his community. Nor does mean 
that architects who are not members The Insti- 
tute not have this qualification, for very large 
number them have it. But many them 
not wish undertake the obligations national 
activities and paying dues both The Institute 
and the chapter. Such architects need not urged 
become members The Institute, but instead, 
become associates the chapters. associates 
they can take equal part with members all 
local matters, and remain associates long they 
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retain their standing. 

All associates now listed chapters are not such 
fact. The test is: has the chapter amended its 
by-laws correspond with The Institute by-laws 
provide for the reconstituted associateships? 
the chapter has not done so, its old associate class 
went out existence 1936, and associates ad- 
mitted since that time actually have standing 
The Institute the chapter. 

know that chapters which have provided for 
associateships are growing fast their local effec- 
tiveness, and The Board expecting every chapter 
build that class rapidly can. May 
add plea every chapter that so, and 
has not amended its by-laws set the asso- 
ciate classes and otherwise accord with The 


Institute provisions that once. Those 
chapters who have not completed such amendments 
have retarded rather than forwarded the growth 
The Institute. Let all start the New Year right 
with respect this important step unifying the 
profession. 

This the Christmas season—the time the year 
when remissions are forgiven and charity abounds 
and renew our faith our fellow men and 
Divine Providence. Let united profes- 
sion all for and for ourselves.

CoNCERNING THE AND RESPONSIBILITIES THE 
THE AMERICAN INSTITUTE ARCHITECTS 


The profession architecture old and hon- 
orable profession and its successful practice requires 
imagination, sound judgment, long training the 
art design and the science construction and 
related matters, ability apply them practically 
and economically, and scrupulous integrity. 
practitioners should command the confidence and 
respect their fellow practitioners, their clients 
and all who contribute the building operations, 
and the communities which they reside and 
practice. 

The profession one the factors the build- 
ing industry, and for its livelihood depends those 
who build, but derives its compensation from fees 
for rendering professional services and not from 
the sale labor materials construction. Its 
services are personal services, founded mutual 
trust between those who render them and those for 
whom they are rendered, and the principle that 
the best interest those whom the services are 
rendered paramount. 

Advice and counsel constitute the services the 
profession. Given verbal, written, graphic 
form, they are normally rendered order that 
buildings with their equipment and the areas about 
them, shall well suited their purposes, well 
planned for health, safety, efficient operation and 
economical maintenance, soundly constructed 


materials and methods most appropriate and 
economical for their particular uses, and have 
beauty and distinction that lift them above the 
commonplace. 

the purpose the profession architecture 
render such services from the beginning the 
completion project. 

The fulfillment that purpose forwarded 
retarded every time architect performs any 
architectural service. renders the highest 
quality service capable giving, enhances 
the importance and usefulness the profession; 
fails so, depreciates them and discredits 
the purposes the profession. Particularly should 
his drawings, specifications, and other documents 
complete, definite and clear concerning his inten- 
tions, the scope the contractors’ work, the mate- 
rials and methods construction used there- 
for, and the conditions under which the construction 
work completed and paid for. 

Architects should unite fellowship with the 
other members the profession their professional 
organizations, and their full share the work 
those organizations. They should accept mentor- 
ship the young men who are entering the profes- 
sion, leading them full understanding the 
functions, duties, and responsibilities architects. 
They should inspire the loyal interest their em- 
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ployees, providing suitable working conditions for 
them, requiring them render competent and 
cient services, and paying them adequate and just 
compensation therefor. should seek oppor- 
tunities constructive service civic affairs, 
and, the best their abilities, advance the safety, 
health, and well-being the community which 
they reside, promoting therein the appreciation 
good design, the value good construction, and 
the proper placement structures, and the adequate 
development and adornment the areas about 
them. 

Every architect should, member that pro- 
fession, his full part forward the objectives 
and maintain the dignity and solidarity his pro- 
fession. incumbent him, the conduct 
his practice, maintain wholly professional 
attitude towards those serves, towards those who 
assist him his practice and giving form his 
conceptions, towards his fellow architects and the 
members other professions, and towards the prac- 
titioners other arts, and respect punctiliously 
the hall-marks that distinguish professional practice 
from non-professional enterprise. 

The hall-marks profession can not par- 
ticularized any document, but certain procedures 
architect would distinctly inimical the 
profession architecture, such as: 

Offering his services any basis other than 
that competence and experience; 

Supplanting attempting supplant another 
architect after definite steps have been taken 

client toward employing the other 
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Engaging the business construction con- 
tracting during his practice architect; 

Investing any enterprise having any busi- 
ness relations personal interests that may tend 
discredit his freedom act impartially and 
independently the best interests those who 
depend his judgment and acts; 

Making knowingly any deceptive statement 
his client the probable cost his building 
project the time its completion; 

Making any guarantee the cost the time 
completion any project, the perform- 
ance any construction contract; 

Accepting taking compensation, fees, 
other valuable considerations connection with 
his practice from others than his clients; 

Giving prejudiced advice; making unjust deci- 
cisions unwarranted interpretation docu- 
ments prepared him; failing guard the 
interests all engaged the construction work, 
that full value under the contracts shall given 
and received 

Permitting the publishing obtrusive 
ostentatious advertising his practice achieve- 
ments 

Maliciously injuring the professional reputa- 
tion, prospects practice fellow 

Taking any part any architectural competi- 
tion any condition which contrary the best 
interests any those concerned, the public, 
the profession 

Committing any act detrimental the best 
interests the profession.

has been trained the science construction 
and has the technical knowledge required select 
those materials most appropriate for their intended 
purposes and most economical first cost and main- 
tenance. has the requisite technical and prac- 
tical knowledge the methods construction 
see that the materials used are fashioned and put 
together proper manner and that the processes 
constructing and erecting them are coordinated 
the best advantage. Moreover, has finan- 
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cial interest any the materials methods 
used, the labor that produces erects them, 
which otherwise might tend influence his choice. 

has been trained and skilled the art 
design, and this particular importance those 
who build, for one, unless has special train- 
ing and skill that art, can give building the 
distinction that will lift above the commonplace 
and thereby make more valuable intrinsically and 
more deeply satisfying those who own and use it. 
Imparting such distinction plan and design and 
added value building the architect’s unique 
contribution building project. 


SELECTING ARCHITECT SELECTION 


The design and construction building are 
complicated operations, requiring many technical 
processes and many factors produce the finished 
project, and the prospective client seldom has the 
technical knowledge plan his building its con- 
struction the best advantage, distinguish the 
quality materials used it, direct its 
construction properly. ‘The architect prepared 
these things for him and the client should 
inform himself fully all the the archi- 
tect qualified perform for him, and then 
engage one whom finds good standing his 
profession and community and able and competent 
look after his interest the many matters that 
will arise his building operation. 

The client should choose his architect carefully, 
for their relationship will satisfactory only 
based mutual trust and respect. should 
assure himself that the one selects competent, 
compatible and good standing. should talk 
with him and inspect buildings has designed, 
photographs them inspection not feasible. 
should enquire from owners the buildings 
and from those who financed and built them their 
opinions his ability, practical efficiency, business 
capacity, and good judgment. soon has 
satisfied himself the architect’s competence and 
standing, should engage him directly for 
agreed fee, and soon practicable enter into 
written agreement? with him. This the simplest 
and quickest way select architect.

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SELECTING ARCHITECT ARCHITECTURAL 
CoMPETITION 


Sometimes, because the exigencies laws 
other reasons, the prospective client cannot, does 
not desire, select his architect directly. that 
event, may use architectural competition, but 
uses that method, then does not make the 
selection himself but delegates competition 
jury. The jury, however, cannot consider whether 
not the architect selected will personally agree- 
able the client nor take into consideration whether 
not the architect’s professional experience will 
satisfactory him, the client should assure him- 
self these points, either limiting the competi- 
tion architects whose compatibility and pro- 
fessional qualifications has assured himself 
making condition the competition that any 
competitor who does not qualify may shall 
associate himself with architect who does. 

architectural competition established when- 
ever two more architects make available 
prospective client, anyone acting his behalf, 
any research conclusion based thereon, any 
drawing sketch any reproduction copy 
thereof made for the client’s project, though each 
adequate compensation. Such competition should 
conducted under conditions that will attract 
architects ability, equitable all concerned, 
provide competent, fair and impartial judgment, 
and bring out the best results for the client. 
accomplish these things, essential that the com- 
petition embraces professional adviser advise 
the client and conduct the procedure the com- 
petition; written program the competition, 
constituting contract between the client and the 
competitors; anonymity submissions; judg- 
ment expert and unprejudiced jury; and, 
the competition for definite project definite 
site, agreement employ the winner the 
competition the architect the project per- 
form the architectural services described and pay 
him the fee stated, the unless barred 
from doing law legal restraint. 


American Institute Architects publishes full 
information for conducting such competitions manner 
equitable all concerned, and the prospective client, for 
his own best interests, should insist that the stated proce- 
dure followed. This document entitled “Architec- 
tural Competitions—a Circular Information.” 
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architect should participate any architec- 
tural competition and members The American 
Institute Architects not, unless the essentials 
stated above are set out the program and unless 
all conditions set out therein are equitable all 

The architectural competition offers the client the 
technical advice the professional adviser de- 
veloping and crystalizing the essentials his project, 
which the competitors will base their submis- 
sions, and offers the younger members the pro- 
fession opportunity presenting the fresh view- 
points their generation. 

architectural competition takes considerable 
time, the best results are accrue the client, 
and the client must expect pay the expenses 
the method has chosen select his architect, 
addition the fee pays the architect 
employs. The professional adviser who conducts 
the competition, the members the jury who judge 
it, the winners the preliminary stage two- 
stage competition, and all architects considered 
the final selection, should paid.

accepts considers gratuitous sketches his pro- 
posed project from any architect means 
selecting architect. Sketches for such purposes 
generally have been hastily prepared attractive 
pictures, with little real study the project 
its ultimate cost, and cannot reflect the 
competence the architect render satisfactory 
services. ‘The architect who presents them, unless 
has agreement employment with the pro- 
spective client the latter dealing with him 
exclusively, acting inimically himself and his 
fellow practitioners, and doing his profession 
disservice. 


Nor prospective client acting for his best 
interest invites architect offer his services 
solely the amount the fee will charge act 
architect his project, solicits offers 
from architect while under tentative 
implied agreement employ any other architect 
for that purpose. The best practices the archi- 
tectural profession preclude its practitioners from 
offering their services other than basis com- 
petence and experience, and from offering their 
services prospective client while has any 
agreement understanding with another architect 
concerning the project. 


THE SERVICES, FEES, AND CONTRACTS 
SERVICES 


NorMAL SERVICES 


The architectural services described herein are 
those normally rendered architects building 
projects and those contemplated performed 
for the fees and under the form contract pub- 
lished The Institute. The services vary 
detail according the type, character, extent, and 
location the project, but none them can 
omitted lessened without detriment the project. 
They are performed sequence, the project de- 
velops, generally four main stages: the Prelim- 
inary Stage, the Basic Drawing Stage, the Working 
Drawing Stage, and the Construction Stage. 

Tue Stace. During the prelim- 
inary stage, the client outlines the architect his 
ideas the project and discusses with him its 
purposes, its general plan and design, its feasibility, 


location, environs, general type construction and 
equipment, the time necessary build it, its prob- 
able useful life and cost, and the means financ- 
ing it. 

When the minds the architect and his client 
have met these essential matters, the architect 
writes them into memorandum called the Program 
the project, for the acceptance his client. 
When the client accepts the program, the 
preliminary stage services are completed. 

this point the development the program 
has developed conditions affecting the architect’s con- 
tract, the contract should adjusted accordingly. 

Tue Basic Based the 
accepted program, the architect makes his general 
studies the project, determine the plan and 
design and the relevant data will recommend 
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his client. investigates various possibilities 
design, placement site, materials, methods 
construction and equipment; familiarizes himself 
with efficient methods operating the project for 
its purposes; and examines laws and ordinances and 
rules and regulations governmental authorities 
and insurance carriers for their effect. 

When his studies have progressed the point 
that warrants it, the architect makes the Basic 
Drawings. ‘These are small scale, sufficient 
illustrate his conclusions and clearly fix the general 
plan and design all essentials. then prepares 
Recommendations supplement the drawings, call- 
ing attention the significance the elements 
the design; describing the general type construc- 
tion, material and equipment recommends for it; 
setting out estimate the time should take 
the construction work properly under normal 
conditions; and estimate the probable cost 
the project, based such basic drawings and recom- 
mendations and the then current prices labor and 
materials. 

The basic drawings and recommendations are 
submitted his client for study and approval. 
his client desires changes them, should discuss 
the changes with the architect and give him ample 
opportunity make further studies until agree- 
ment upon the essential elements reached and the 
client has approved the basic drawings and recom- 
mendations. After has approved the basic draw- 
ings and recommendations, the client should not 
require any changes anything shown set out 
them without adequately compensating the archi- 
tect for changing his drawings and other instru- 
ments accord. 

When the client approves the basic drawings and 
recommendations, the architect’s basic drawing stage 
services are completed. 


The services rendered the architect during the 
preliminary and the basic drawing stages are the 
most vital rendered him, for they settle the ele- 
ments plan and design and the general types 
materials and methods construction used 
and the general equipment installed, and 
determine the amount money the client willing 


spend the project. Such services will 
greatest benefit the client gives the architect 
sufficient time make thorough studies, and the 
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more time the client affords the architect for these 
purposes, within reason, the better and more suit- 


able his building should be. 


THe During the 
working drawing stage the architect develops the 
working drawings, specifications, general conditions 
and bid forms. ‘These technical instruments are 
the tangible expressions the architect’s ideas from 
which the cost the project can established and 
the building constructed. 


When the working drawings and specifications 
are shape for the construction work or, with 
the bid forms, for taking bids for the work, the 
case may be, the services the Working Drawing 
Stage are completed. 

Drawings should logical develop- 
ments the approved basic drawings, and the 
Specifications logical developments the approved 
recommendations, further study indicates im- 
provements therein, and they should not vary essen- 
tially therefrom except consent the client. 
The working drawings should include all essential 
architectural and engineering drawings; all essential 
drawings and lists surface treatments and cover- 
ings, sculptures, and improvements the site areas, 
and all essential scale details. Generally, they 
should show plans, elevations and sections the 
structures and details the work, and indicate 
the various materials and where and how they are 
used, whereas the specifications should describe 
the types and qualities the materials and finish, 
and the general manner their construction, assem- 
blage and erection. The two documents should 
complement and supplement each other. 


The General Conditions are supplementary 
both working drawings and specifications and set 
out the conditions under which the work described 
should done.* 


The Bid Forms are prepared the architect for 
use bidders. architect advises his client 
concerning the qualifications those who are 
invited bid, and issues the notices and bid forms 
those invited. Unless laws otherwise require, 


Forms these instruments are published and sold 
The American Institute Architects nominal prices 
and may from its offices 1741 New York 
Ave., Wash., 
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receives the bids, sealed, for his client and advises 
him concerning the acceptance thereof.* 

Blue Prints and Specifications. The architect’s 
drawings and specifications for project are his 
instruments service and such are and remain 
his property all times. part his normal 
services should furnish one copy each drawing 
and specification his client. All other copies for 
bidders, construction purposes, other purposes, are 
loaned. The cost making and delivering the 
copies should paid the client, con- 
struction expense. 

Stage the period during which the work, designed 
and specified, purchased for the client the 
architect, fabricated and erected installed, and 
the services performed the architect during that 
stage are many. principal ones are outlined 
below. 

Construction Contracts. When contractor’s 
bid accepted the client, the architect prepares 
the terms, conditions, and forms contract* there- 
for, and the forms the other instruments that 
usually form part the contract. 

Supervision. soon construction contract 
awarded, the architect begins supervision the 
construction, erection, the installation its equip- 
ment and the finishing the project, keeping the 
client apprised the progress and condition the 
work being done. 

visits the work from time time, endeavor- 
ing aid the contractors and obtain full perform- 
ances their contracts without delay error. 
makes the essential full size details, and approves 
the contractors’ shop drawings submitted him 
when finds the work illustrated compliance 
with the contract. 

required, will provide clerk the works 
continuous superintendence those parts the 
work that need it, but payment for such clerk 
superintendence additional any percentage 
lump sum fee. 

Contract Changes. any change found neces- 
sary the construction work, the time its 
completion, any other provision the con- 
struction contract, the architect should prepare 
Modification Contract,* describing the change, 
its cost, and its effect the time completion 
the contract and should obtain thereon the signature 


the client and the contractor affected. 

such manner, the architect should keep all 
contracts current work, price, time, and con- 
ditions. 

Certificates for Payments. construction con- 
tracts should provide that every contractor, before 
any payment made him the client, must obtain 
certificate from the stating that the 
payment due and its amount, and present the 
certificate the client for payment. archi- 
tect keeps accurate current records all contract 
prices, the amounts thereof has certificated for 
payment, and the balances certified.* 

Acceptance Contracts. When the architect 
satisfied that contractor has fulfilled the terms 
his contract, accepts the contractor’s work for 
the client, and issues his statement that effect, 
filing the statement with the client and contractor, 
and with the sureties and insurance carriers the 
work, and the public record when that required. 

When all contracts for the project under the 
architect’s supervision are accepted him, the 
services normally rendered him are completed. 


ADDITIONAL SERVICES 


Services additional those which the architect 
normally renders are often performed him for 
his client. Such additional services and the com- 
pensation addition the fee for his normal 
services that the architect should paid for per- 
forming the additional services, should set out 
the architect’s contract far the likelihood 
the services can anticipated. Otherwise the 
additional compensation should agreed with the 
client before the additional services are rendered. 

The most usual these additional services are 
follows: 


Every project embracing masonry, concrete 
other plastic material, steel, requires times 
continuous superintendence, which the architect 
will provide addition his regular super- 
vision, for which should paid stated sum 
stated rate, addition his regular fee.

SPECIAL SERVICES 


Special services connection with associateships 
with other architects members the allied pro- 
fessions, are often performed architects lieu 
those described normal additional services. 

The value the architect’s advice and counsel 
consultant, supervisor, associate, lies his especial 
competence and experience projects the na- 
ture the one under consideration. Each them 
important and useful service, growing im- 
portance. compensation should commensur- 
ate with the services performed.

The architect’s compensation should adequate 
recompense him profitably for rendering his best 
services. who accepts lesser amounts because 
the exigencies competition other circum- 
stances, may provide inferior services for time, 
but cannot continue doing without affecting un- 
favorably his professional standing and that every 
other architect and the profession. Architects have 
service render society that other profession 
can offer. 

The conditions locale, site, size, occupancy, 
and construction are different for every building, 
and since these conditions affect and govern the 
scope the services required performed the 
architect and the time, detail, and cost involved 
performing them, only the architect directly con- 
tact with given project position know 
the conditions must meet, the scope services 
will required perform, and the amount 
should cost him perform them, and thus de- 
termine the amount fee that will fairly com- 
pensate him for performing the services. 

Obviously, determining the fee the following 
things must taken into 


The local prices affecting the architect’s living 
expenses and the costs performing his ser- 
vices. amount that would fairly compen- 
sate the architect one community might 
inadequate another; 

The site the project; its contours and dis- 
tance from the architect’s office. The time and 
amount work required design building 
hillside greater than required design 
building level site, and the more dis- 
tant the project from the office the more 
time and expense will required; 

The nature the project; whether new con- 
struction, repairs, remodeling, furniture, fix- 
tures, decoration, etc. The architect’s costs 
increase according the nature the project 
the order named; 

The occupancy the building; the extent 
its subdivisions and equipment. Size for size, 
the more building subdivided and the more 
building equipment contain, the greater 
will the architect’s costs; 

The nature the construction. The archi- 
tect’s costs generally will greater the 
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building have reinforced concrete frame 
constructed wood; greater the work 
constructed day labor under more than 
single contract; 


The period over which the construction work 
extend. project that extend over 
long period materially increases the archi- 
tect’s costs over project that may com- 
pleted within normal period; 


Unusual conditions under which the architect 
must perform his services; 

The competence and experience the archi- 
tect. amount that would fairly compen- 
sate one architect particular project might 
inadequate compensation for another 
architect, whose greater skill, ability and ex- 
perience render his services more value 
the project. 


Because all the foregoing considerations must 
taken into account determining the amount 
each fee, evident that appropriate fee 
any given case could not universally applied, and 
that not possible set amounts any 
schedule that could proper mandatory com- 
pensation for performing architectural services 
under all circumstances. Yet for the general guid- 
ance the profession, possible set basic 
schedules fees which experience has proved 
the minimum amounts that architects practicing 
within stated territory have found adequate for 
performing their services properly under the stated 
circumstances based the assumptions that the 
scope the services and the conditions under which 
they are performed are alike all cases. Such fees 
are generally accepted the courts authoritative 
and appropriate.

conditions. 


Those who use the scheduled fees should consider 


the assumptions used establishing them, and 
fully understand that the published fees are not 
assumed adequate compensation for the archi- 
tect who especially qualified demonstrated 
ability and long experience for particular project, 
and are subject adjustment every case where 
the actual conditions vary from the assumed ones. 


The Institute schedule may obtained 
from its offices 1741 New York Avenue, Washington, 
C., and copies the chapter schedules may obtained 
from the Secretaries the respective chapters. 


The architect who does not care express his
